Mexican money. He handed the clerk a 
95 National Bank note and was given 
eight Mexican tiiver dollars in change! 

The people there are wholly dependent 
upon silver for their circulating medium, 
and as its coinage is "free snd unlimited " 
it has driven out gold entirely. An evl 
dence of this was found in the case of an 
English herder, who scrue weeks sgo 
wanted a 95 goldpiece for a keepsake, 
and finally got one by paying 910 50 for 
it. 

This same herder, by the way, it 
novice; for, like Mr. Sewall, one of the 
running-mates of Mr. Bryan, he makes 
hia contracts with the gold clause, tbat 
is, he sells bis cattle in Texas for Ameri- 
can money and pays bis employes in 
Mexican silver! 

With the prices given above for pro 
visions, and the wages paid mechanics 
and laborers, it is not reasonable to sup 
pose tbat many Mexican workmen have 
Brussels carpets en their floors and ham 
and eggs on their tables. 

The great majority of the inhabitant! 
scarcely live— they just exist. 

They are greasy, filthy and indolent,— 
and you couldn't get one of them to an 
swer a "hurry call" any more than you 



to acknowledge that he talks through h 
hat. 

Their chief food— in fact their only 
food — consists of a soup made from 
brown bean, which has a bitter taste, and 
•f tortellas. The latter are made from 
corn, somewhat after this fashion: The 
corn is soaked in water over night, and 
in the morning the lady of tbe house rigs 
up a piece of stone something after the 
manner of an ordinary washboard; 
this she places tbe corn, and then she 
indulges in a process of maceration with 
a stone resembling a rolling-pin, until the 
maas becomes a tough dough— almost as 
tough as some of Bryan's arguments. 
This is then made into patties by the lily 
white hands and taper fingers of tbe fair 
greaseress, and these are placed upon a 
hot and a dirty piece of sheet iron and 
baked.

What was the "Crime of 1873?" 
Was it really a crime? 
Was it committed secretly? 
Why was it enacted? 

These are questions which every voter ought to under- 
stand before he accepts the charge that silver was secretly de- 
monetized or the coinage of the silver dollar stopped by stealth. 

From the passage of our first mintage act in 1 792 down 
to 1870 there had been dozens of changes in our coinage laws 
until the statutes governing the production of the coins of the 
United States looked like a crazy quilt. In 1870, with a pros- 
pect that the Nation would soon return to the use of metallic 
money, which had been suspended during the war, the Treas- 
ury Department recommended to Congress that it pass a gen- 
eral act governing the production of the coins of the United 
States, and a bill was sent to Congress for that purpose. 

This bill omitted the standard silver dollar, of which 
scarcely any had been coined for many years, and none had 
remained in circulation. The report which accompanied the 
bill when sent to Congress specifically called attention to the 
fact that the silver dollar was omitted. The bill was submitted 
to the leading officials and ex-officials of the Mint, and they 
discussed the omission of the dollar in written communications 
to the committee of the Senate, after which the committee re- 
ported the bill to the Senate, saying in its report "The coinage 
of the silver dollar piece is discontinued in the proposed bill. 
* * * * The present gold dollar piece is made the dollar unit 
in the proposed bill and the silver dollar piece is discontinued." 

The bill was discussed over and over again in the Sen- 
ate and House, was printed no less than thirteen times by the 
Treasury Department and Congress, the debates in House 
and Senate filled 144 columns of The Congressional Globe, 
and the final action on it was not had until two years and ten 
months after its presentation to Congress. 

The following table shows the number of times the bill 
was officially before Congress during its consideration. Read 
it and see if you can believe that there was anything "secret" 
in its passage:

SO cry IDT cheap money, and do 
campaign tigaW goMT These, are 
questions which Mr. Thomas 0. Shear- 
man an swertt very effectively In the 
London Times of September 11. 

Briefly summarised, Mr. Shearman's 
explanation of the discontent among: 
farmers, which has led to the ridicu- 
lous demand for free silver, la that moat 
fanners In the west aad south are *e> 
p rlvcd of the benefits of bruikliig futili- 
ties. They seldom see or ase a check 
and ore unaquainted with the benefits 
of banka and bank credits. For till* 
eason there is a great scarcity of cur- 
rency In most rural districts! The 
country store" supplies In part snd in 
_> crude and costly way the credits 
which tide many farmers over from 
one season to another. Because of the 
great risk Involved, the storekeeper, 
by charging high prices for his goods 
and by paying low prices for farm prod- 
really gets from 25 to 40 per cent. 
Interest on the credits given to the 
farmers. Of course, such Interest eats 
up all of the profits of a large class of 
farmers. 

The country storekeeper really does* 
banking business lu a clumsy and cost- 
y wsy. Losal banks, such sa exist In 
:arjada, would furnish the farmers 
vlth credits at about one-fourth the 
ost of store credits. With such banks 
he farmers would aeft their crops for 
checks, deposit them In banks and take- 
up .their discounted notes In this way. 
The farmer knows nothing of this 
method of conducting transactions, snd 
hlnke that his needs can be supplied 
>nly by making more money— cheaper 
money, if necessary. 

The Cnrmora, therefore, make no 
effort* to obtain better ImrJdng facili- 
>ad, they work and vote 
Dgifclnst banks and bonkers at every op- 
portunity. They tax money and other 
loanable capital* at two or 2% percent, 
while (leniiimling Unit Interest he re- 
duced to two |>er cent They thus.<lrive 
away the very money they nre socager 
to get. In some sections of the south It 
la 50 or 75 mile* to the nearest bank. 
They prohibit branch twnks, such as ex- 
ist iii Canada «ncl Scotland, to the great 
advantage of remote country districts. 

The fanners themselves are the great- 
est enemies to what 1* most needed In 
their communities— first-close bonkaof 
deposit nnd discount Mr. Shearman 
mokes this point clear. He says that 
Canadian farmers "have Buffered from 
the fall of prices and from every other 
alleged result of the single gokl stand- 
ird to the same extent as the farmers 
otith of thetn. Yet there is no bimetal- 
lic lenpne In Canada, and the cry 
cheaper money is not lieard. 
has not only enough money to supply 
all of her own wants, but olso lends 
such prent. n mounts In the United States 
that jealous American bankers some- 
times try to shut Canadian money 
out." 

Mr. SlK-arnmn sees what too few 
seem to see — that the furmera have a 
renl monetary or currency grievance. 
He bns Indicated what is probably the 
only way of giving relief. He offers 
something positive. That the farmers 
are not w illlng to take the only remedy 
for their ills and prefer tlie quack free 
silver and cheap money remedies only 
prolongs their sufferings uiul inukes s 
rational solution of the money question 
more difficult and uncertain.
